of Laos said today in Vientiane he 
thought there would be a cease-fire 
in Laos within 15 days after the one 
in Vietnam but that U.S. bombing 
would continue if needed.

“God bless you and thank you for 
coming.” 


Dignitaries and the plain folk who 
knew Johnson as a friend and 
neighbor stood in line together at the 
ranch for roast beef sandwiches and 
potato salad

Canada peace force 
gives warning 


OTTAWA (UPI > — Canada’s peace observer force will be 
pulled out of Vietnam within 60 days unless an international 
authority is set up to oversee thè truce. External Affairs 
Minister Mithchell Sharp said Thursday. 
Defense Minister Jam es Richardson said a first group of 
130 soldiers, 14 diplomats and eight newsmen could leave 
this weekend for Vietnam with the remainder of the 290- 
man force arriving 15 to 30 days after the start of the cease­ 
fire. 


Sharp told newsmen he has informed U.S. Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers of his intentions to withdraw the 
Canadian force after 60 days if they have no international 
authority to report to. 


i f an international authority is not constituted. Canada 
could not continue its participation beyond the initial 60 day 
period. " Sharp said ne told Rogers during a Washington 
meeting Thursday.

Sharp noted that since Canada was first approached to 
serve on a peace observer force last November, it sought to 
have an international body— such as the U N. Security 
Council—set up to oversee the truce.

Nixon, who announced his plans in a

The President said the changes would 
trim 389 positions from the White House 
staff and save about $2 million a year 
"By concentrating less responsibility in 
the President's immediate staff and more 
in the hands of the departments and 
agencies, this program should significantly 
improve services of the government.'

The moves would reduce the number of 
employes in the executive office of the

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Museum to honor 
electronics pioneers 


LOS ALTOS HILLS, Calif. < UPI > - A 
unique museum honoring the achievements 
ot the nation's electronics pioneers will be 
dedicated Saturday on a college campus in 
the heartland of’ America’s electronics 
industry. 
The 
two-storv 
building 
at 
roothill 
College houses the works of Lee deforest 
and Douglas Perham The two did much of 
their work on the San Francisco Peninsula 
where today such names as Hewlett- 
Packard. Varían, Ampex and Philco-Ford 
abound 
The microphone and other parts ot the 
world s first public, regularly-scheduled 
radio station, KQW in San Jose, are 
included in a re-creation of the station s 
second studio, built around 1912. 
The development of the radio tube, 
klystron tube, arc and spark transmission, 
ham radio station and today’s computers 
are all described and exhibited in a way 
an\ lavman can understand and enjoy. 
the museum contains 2,500 properties of 
deforest, who died in 1961. DeForest. who 
worked for the Federal Telegraph of Palo 
Alto, now ITT. was known as the father of 
radio for his invention of the three-element 
vacuum tube 
Several thousand electronic artifacts 
belonging 
to 
Perham, 
a 
Palo 
Alto 
electronics engineer and historian, are 
displayed. 
Perham’s widow, Connie, donated the 


collection to the museum last November. 
The array included a light bulb from the 
1893 Chicago World's Fair that George 
Westinghouse gave the then six-year-old 
Douglas Perham. 
Mrs. Perham recalled that her husband 
told her Westinghouse had some advice for 
him: he told Perham to hold on to the bulb 
because it would be 
worth something 
someday.” He also urged him to “ become 
an electrical engineer. It’s the coming 
thing.” 
Tom Gates, museum spokesman and 
head of the college’s Community Science 
Services, expects 100,000 persons a year to 
visit the museum. 


“ This area is ideal for such a museum, 
he said “ “ Not only because men like de 
Forest and Perham worked hear here but 
because today a vast percentage of the 
people in the region are employed in 
electronics.“ 
Archivist Estelle McLaughlin is now 
going through the deForest collection, 
microfilming his letters and notes. 


“ This man saved just about everything,N 
she said. “ Even football programs from 
his days at Yale.” 
DeForest’s widow, Marie, has assisted in 
identifying and cataloging her husband’s 
papers which include documentation and 
circuitry 
models 
used 
for 
court 
presentations in early patent litigation.

Volcano 
may be 
bombed 


VESTMANNAEYJAR. 
Iceland 
( U P I ) 
Authorities said today they 
may ask American military 
pilots to 
bomb volcanic 
craters 
on 
this 
Iceland 
island in an attempt to 
divert lava flows and spare 
its main town. 
As they pondered such a 
move, volcanic sparks as 
big as tomatoes rained over 
the island located off the 
coast of Iceland. 
Police officials said U.S. 
military authorities based 
outside Reykjavik would fly 
to Heiymaey island today to 
see if there is any chance to 
bomb the eastern craters of 
the volcano to divert its lava 
flow away from the town 
and into the sea. 
Early today, ashes and 
sparks showered over the 
almost deserted town. A 
thick layer of ash covered 
streets and officials warned 
it 
may 
soon 
become 
impossible to drive small 
cars into the town. 
Police 
said 
bulldozers 
would push sand walls today 
in an attempt to stop lava 
flows 
threatening 
the 
eastern part of town. 
A geologist said Thursday 
that the Helgafjell volcano, 
which 
erupted 
Tuesday 
after at least 5,000 years’ 
calm, appeared to have lost 
some of its intensity. 
“ The 
worse 
eruptions 
seem to be over,” said the 
geologist “ But should the 
eruptions continue with the 
same intensity as now, one- 
fifth of the island's houses 
risk being destroyed ’’ 
By late Thursday, five 
homes, plus several bams 
have been razed by lava 
flows or falling sparks. The 
volcano sent lava streams 
pouring into thé 1,000-yard- 
wide harbor strait, throwing 
up huge steam clouds and 
heating

temperatures

110 
degrees.

The war 


E xcept 
for 
im plem entation 
and 
finalization of what can only be described 
as extremely cumbersome diplomatic 
contracts 
and 
agreements, 
the 
U.S. 
involvement in the Vietnam war has 
ended. Thank God! 
The United States has lost more than 
45,900 men in this war, along with a large 
part 
of 
its 
innocence 
regarding 
the 
country’s 
place 
in 
the 
international 
community, as well as its own sense of 
self-esteem. We have lived through more 
than a decade of peaks of optimism and 
valleys of self - criticism which now, 
hopefully, can be put aside, but not 
forgotten. We are now much more aware 
of our limitations as a nation and as a war- 
making power in the world. This can only 
strengthen our foundations. We must now 
redirect ourselves to some of those things 
at home which have suffered as a result of 
the war, and generally try to improve the 
quality of life for all Americans. 
However, the unfortunate countries of 
North and South Vietnam will undoubtedly 
continue to be embroiled in conflict over 
control of land and people for quite some 
time to come, the final outcome of which 
will be the true judge of a “peace with 
honor’’ for the U.S. Even though we

extricated ourselves from the war, will 
our investment of men and dollars during 
the decade past be justified? In the final 
analysis, it is doubtful. It is hard to believe 
the North Vietnamese will settle for what 
the U.S. has settled for ... a cease-fire. 
It is much easier to believe the North 
has come to these terms with the U.S. to 
gain a respite from the fighting ... to gain 
time to rest, recoup, and rearm. They 
realize, certainly, that this country will 
not re-enter the Southeast Asian arena in a 
combat stance, and that getting us out of 
the conflict now, to give the U.S. whatever 
peace it needs to salve its ego as a nation, 
will 
save 
them 
further 
death 
and 
devastation. The South Vietnamese armed 
forces, even with such materiel as we have 
supplied, could never reap havoc on the 
North as the U.S. has done in the past two 
months. In addition, the North Vietnamese 
leadership probably sees no great threat to 
their continued unification efforts from an 
international peace-keeping force. 
After all is said and done, when all the 
agreements have been signed and protocol 
satisfied, there will still be two Vietnams, 
as there were 12 years ago, and the North 
has invested too much to be satisfied with 
it remaining so permanently. 


Nixon endangering arms-control 


WASHINGTON ~ To return to 
this capital 
from even a brief 
absence is to feel like Rip Van 
Winkle confronting a world utterly 
changed. 
Questioning those who 
have 
lived 
through 
the 
Nixon 
upheaval is of little help. 
Why has so much 
of the governm ent 
been turned upside 
down? 
We 
don’t 
know. Only the sec­ 
retive m an in the 
White 
House now 
e n te re d 
on 
his 
second 
four-year

answer. And, in a 
voice dropped to a 
whisper, we’re not 
sure he knows. 
The m ost dismaying change, in 
many ways the most mysterious, is 
the dism antling of the disarm am ent

Inaugural rhetoric cannot conceal 
the dam age done to the effort that 
for a decade has made increasing 
progress toward controlling, and to 
some degree scaling back, the vast 
mountain of nuclear arm am ents 
with the judgm ent of life and death 
over all mankind.

G erard C. Smith, with 20 years 
experience in the nuclear jungle, 
worked tirelessly for four years as 
chief Am erican negotiator in the 
SALT talks at Vienna and Helsinki. 
When he went back at the start of 
SALT 11 he was without any clear

approved by the White House. On 
returning from Geneva, the new site 
of the talks, Smith resigned.

appointed U. Alexis Johnson, under 
secretary

m a tte rs . 
G rievously 
overworked,

health, he is within a year of 
retirem ent age.

WASHINGTON - A few days 
before Christm as, Jam es E. Mack 
m ust have felt he was earning his 
salary as managing director of the

If such m em bers as the Frito-Lay, 
Standard Brands, G eneral Foods 
and Proctor and Gam ble companied 
didn’t like the GAO’s analysis of this 
taxpayers’ subsidy program , they 
could start the political pressures 
building on selected m em bers of 
Congress whose opinions the GAO 
m ust take seriously. 
In the m eantim e, back at the 
GAO’s offices, officials began to 
investigate how the draft report was 
leaked. The report was given to the 
D epartm ent of Agriculture which in

“ an invitation to advise can by 
subtle steps confer the power to 
regulate and legislate.” 


Agribusiness companies sit on 
D epartm ent of Agriculture advisory 
com m ittees; insurance companies 
and

advisory com m ittee before it was 
exposed and disbanded; corporate 
polluters dom inate 
the 
National

C o n tro l 
Council; and 16 industry advisory 
com m ittees to the White House’s 
Office of M anagement and Budget 
have strongly determ ined the kinds 
of surveys and questionnaires that 
regulatory agencies want to send to 
these very industries. For years, the 
m eetings of these com m ittees had 
been closed to the public. After 
consum er protests, m eetings are 
finally public but the decisions are 
now m ade beforehand in secret.

Does the University of California 
President Charles J. Hitch have a 
“ sw eetheart” 
contract 
at

expense of the taxpayers? 
Rum ors that the conditions of 
employment under which Hitch was 
hired by the Board of Regents are 
excessive beyond the bounds of 
propriety in the handling of public 
funds have been circulating around 
Sacram ento for several weeks. 


In the interest of reporting only 
facts, a request was m ade of Mr. 
Hitch for a copy of his contract. 
This request was denied. Hitch 
advised that the contract was not a 
public record and said “ disclosure 
would constitute an unwarranted 
invasion of 
personal 
privacy.” 
G overnor 
Code 
Section 
6254, 
subsection “c ” was cited as the 
authority for the denial. 


Being 
inconceivable 
that 
a 
contract for the expenditure of 
taxpayers’ money could be anything 
other than a public record. Hitch s 
denial of access to the doc‘urnent 
was not acceptable. 
An opinion of the 
Legislative 
Counsel was sought. 
“ The 
University 
of 
California 
shall constitute a public trust, to be 
adm inistered 
by 
the 
existing 
corporation known as “ The Regents 
of the University of C alifornia’ with 
full powers of organization and 
governm ent subject only to such 
legislative 
control 
as 
may 
be 
necessary to insure com pliance with 
the term s of endowments of the 
university and the security of its 
funds 
,” the opinion stated. 
“ Therefore, when the Legislature 
has enacted legislation pursuant to 
its police power that has general 
applicationto public agencies, not 
excluding 
the 
U n iv ersity 
of 


California, such provisions govern 
the University of California and 
prevail 
over 
any 
regulations 
promulgated by the regents to the 
contrary.” 
“ The law relating to records of 
public 
agencies, 
the 
California 
Public Records Act, is such a law. 
We accordingly conclude that it 
applies to, and is binding upon, the 
University of California.” 
“ The act provides that public 
records are any writings containing 
information relating to the conduct 
of the public business prepared, 
owned, used or retained by a public 
agency.”

foregoing, the general thrust of the 
act is that all records of all public 
agencies are open to inspection by 
any citizen.” 
The Legislative Counsel discusses 
specifically that section cited by 
Hitch as grounds for refusing to 
make public his contract.

preclude release of the employment

In recognition of these problems, 
the GAO’s chief, Elm er B. Staats, 
says his agency is “ in the process of 
reviewing our policy with respect to 
making draft reports available to 
outside groups for com m ent.” It is 
hoped that he will either close the 
back door or open it up to equal 
review by consumer, taxpayer and 
other public interest groups
